Christine Wagner’s first apartment in the city had a roach problem. 
There were so many, she said, that by month lo of her lease, she had 
filled a plastic baggie with their carcasses. 

But Wagner’s landlord, who managed a Bowmanville apartment 
building rife with code violations and rarely answered his phone, 
was unmoved, she said. He sent someone to fumigate the two- 
bedroom unit once, leaving the wood floors slick with bug spray, but 
when that didn’t work, he started ignoring Wagner. 


“It got to be so bad, you’d see 
them every day, all over the place,” 
she said. “The whole building was 
infested, but no one had ever really 
stood up to this guy except me and 
my roommate.” 

Chicago’s peak apartment hunt- 
ing and moving season has wound 
down, and with it the stresses of 
finding and furnishing a place to 
live. But even after Chicago’s rent- 
ers have exchanged the first month’s 
rent for their keys and cracked open 
the Ikea boxes, a new source of anxi- 
ety can arise: peculiar, law-flaunting 
or downright horrible landlords. 

The Chicago-based Metropoli- 
tan Tenants Organization gets an 
average of io,ooo calls a year from 
unhappy tenants around the region 
whose landlords refuse to do basic 
maintenance on their units, from 
fixing a broken refrigerator to keep- 
ing the heat on through the winter, 
according to John Bartlett, the non- 
profit’s executive director. He said 
the hotline is busiest in August and 
the beginning of fall. 

“It could be there’s a leak, there’s 
mold, broken windows. ... It runs the 
gamut,” he said. 

In addition to repairs, the three 


biggest complaints Bartlett receives 
are related to evictions, security de- 
posits and rent hikes. Often, he said, 
tenants are not aware of their rights, 
so they let small problems go unre- 
solved or use larger problems as an 
excuse to stop paying rent entirely, 
which is also illegal. 

Bartlett said Chicago’s rental 
protections are strong, but slightly 
weaker than those in New York and 
San Francisco, which are two of the 
most expensive cities to live in but 
also are places where rent controls 
and eviction policies give renters 
more flexibility 

But, he added, at least Chicago 
renters can report building and unit 
problems by calling 311 — an option 
that many cities lack. 

Katie Goldberg, 23, said she could 
tolerate some of the problems in 
her Hyde Park apartment, such as 
crumbling corkboard in her kitchen 
cabinets and barless windows ex- 
posed to break-ins, even though her 
landlords almost never responded 
to complaints. But after subletting 
her room in a two-bedroom unit on 
South Ellis Avenue in the summer of 
2010, she returned to discover the 
unit had no hot water.

“The only water we had was ice 
cold,” she said. “I told {the land- 
lords] there must be an issue with 
the boiler, but only after two months 
of this did I finally get the news that 
they were replacing the boiler.” 

Chicago’s renting ordinance re- 
quires landlords to keep building 
and unit appliances in working or- 
der. 

For Emily Heavey 26, of Avon- 
dale, the last straw for her lease on a 
house in Logan Square came earlier 
this year, when her landlord put the 
home up for sale and then changed 
his phone number. One evening 
Heavey came home from work to 
discover that, in an attempt to show 
the house to prospective buyers, the 
landlord had kicked down their ga- 
rage door and left it broken. 

“I was like, we keep things there. 
It’s where our bikes go,” she said. 
‘And that was two months at least 
before we were able to move out.” 
The door was never fixed, but 
Heavey and her roommates were 
able to end their lease early when 
the landlord found a home buyer. 

When complaining about the 
cockroaches didn’t work for Wag- 
ner, 23, she stopped paying the full

rent and sent her older brother. Jack 
Wagner, to City Hall, where he filed 
dozens upon dozens of complaints, 
from the rickety elevator that 
hadn’t been inspected since 1996 to 
the emergency exit that had been 
chained shut. 

“I had a list of all the building vio- 
lations I found just walking around,” 
he said. “I sat there for like three 
hours filling out reports.” 

When it was finally time for Wag- 
ner to return her keys and move out, 
two months early, she dropped a 
small bag of cockroaches, collected 
on the apartment’s worst days, into 
the envelope along with the keys. 
Together they went in the landlord’s 
mailbox, and she never heard from 
him again. 

Wagner, who now lives in Buena 
Park in an apartment with on-site 
managers that feels “like heaven” in 
comparison, said her first rental ex- 
perience taught her to be more as- 
sertive. 

“People shouldn’t have to settle,” 
she said. “Your home is such a vul- 
nerable place, and you don’t want 
to put it at risk, but you have to re- 
member that you do have rights.”

I kind of see them as both separate entities. 
Whenever I do stand-up, I feel like those 
are people that know my stand-up; there 
might be some overlap with “Parks” fans. 
But when I did my first theater tour, if I 
mentioned someone like my cousin Harris 
or something, like everyone would respond, 
so I think that means that they’ve seen the 
stand-up. I don’t feel there are many people 
that are seeing “Parks” and then they’re like, 
“Oh, let me spend X amount of doUars to 


see this guy do stand-up. Maybe he’s funny” 

Was the character on “Parks and Rec” writ- 
ten for you? 

^s. It was written for me. I was cast before 
the rest of the show So, yes, they wrote it 
for me. And all of the characters on that 
shov^ the writers and producers have gotten 
better at writing toward us and they grab 
elements from our real life. For example, I 
really do listen to some dumb rap music the 
way Tom does, and Nick Offerman really 
does have a wood shop the way Ron does. 

You started stand-up back when you were 
at NYU. How have you seen it change? 

to me it’s just crazy just seeing every- 
one I’ve come up succeed and go on to aU 
these bigger careers and stuff ... It’s just 
amazing to see how everyone has kind of 
moved on and now they’re the faces you see 
aU over TV and everything. 

Any good story about the hecklers or eti- 
quette about how you deal with hecklers? 

Heckling is kind of an antiquated notion, 
to be honest. Whenever I do shows, there’s 
never like a, “Oh, you suck!” It’s more kind 
of, either someone’s really drunk and they 
just like talking with friends and being rude, 
or people trying to videotape. It’s more 
modern things like that. 

Comics talk about how important podcast- 
ing is to their careers now. If you were start- 
ing out today, would that be your vehicle 
toward getting recognitions? 

I don’t know All that stuff is a distrac- 
tion too— Twitter, YouTube, all the stuff I 
feel like young comedians coming up no^y 
they’re like, “Oh, I got to start making videos 
and I got to maintain a Twitter presence.” I 
think that is probably doing more harm 
than good because when I was coming up all 
I really cared about was being really good at 
stand-up. I hope that stuff’s not, like, mak- 
ing people take focus away from the basic art 
of doing stand-up.

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‘TALES FROM THE HOOIT

Once in a while, a movie slips under your radar. For about, oh, 20 years. We 
sit down with those “classic” horror movies everybody but us has seen and 
give them the nostalgia critic treatment. 


Confession: Last year, RedEye staffers 
discussed their favorite scary moments 
from horror and Halloween movies. One 
in particular generated some animated 
discussion in the newsroom. Until re- 
cently I had never seen the 1995 horror 
anthology “Tales from the Hood,” execu- 
tive produced by Spike Lee and featuring 
four black culture-themed shorts framed 
by a narrative of three drug dealers trying 
to buy “found” drugs from a wacky story- 
telling funeral director. 

Had I seen it in 1995 at the age of 8: 

Grounded immediately Not only is the 
language more than salty (I stiU get a bit 
of a shock when I hear the N-word used 


as much as it is in this movie), but the 
gory special effects and use of monsters, 
zombies and inanimate-objects-come- 
to-life to eat your racist flesh would have 
quite literally made me crap the bed as an 
8 year old. 

Now: Anthologies and those centered on 
social commentary are my favorite horror 
films, and this one delivers, both as a 
classic horror flick and as a pop-culture 
movie with a message. Stories about 
realities in the black community such as 
child abuse, police brutality gang violence 
and racist politicians are turned on their 
head and repackaged as psychological, su- 
pernatural thrillers. A man being beaten 
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to death by white cops isn’t horrifying 
enough? Let’s turn the victim into a 
vengeful zombie who returns to decapi- 
tate and crucify his kiUers. A racist white 
politician moves into a former plantation 
house and disrespects the slaves who died 
there? Let’s use nightmarish puppetry 
and animation to send droves of small 
black doUs to kill him by eating his flesh. 

What I expected to be a campy 1990s 
horror-comedy maybe even a parody of 
flicks like “Tales from the Crypt” and 
“Creepshow,” is one of the most original 
and well-executed entries in the classic 
horror anthology genre. Some of the 
stories stand out much more, but the 
messaging is consistent, the targets are 
balanced and the “Twilight Zone”-esque 
ending wraps it up neatly 

Must be noted: The final story (which 
leads into the conclusion of the narrative) 
about nightmarish psychological experi- 
ments done on gang members who have 
shot and killed innocents, hits a little too 
close to home considering the violence 
rates in Chicago almost 20 years later.

One female entrepreneur to another 



Blue Sky 

Nicole ^ary spent lo years selling health in- 
surance by telephone, learning to navigate 
the complex pathways of the health care land- 
scape. The job didn’t last after the economy 
tanked, but the knowledge she gained about 
how to get the right medical coverage seemed 
more pertinent and valuable than ever. 

An entrepreneur at heart, ^ary crafted a 
plan to build an online business that matched 
customers to health plans, and she set out to 
find venture capitalists and other investors. 
They didn’t seem interested. 

“I couldn’t get in front of them,” ^ary said. 

Since several male-dominated teams did, 
Yeary in 2010 found a newer calling: pre- 
paring other women for those moments of 
truth when their experience matched busi- 
ness opportunities. She founded what is now 
ms-tech.co as a Facebook group with seven 
other people. 

Three years later, ^ary said, it counts 700 
members and faces growing pains. 

As it tries to help other women in business 
leap the small-business fence, Ms. Tech is 


tackling many of the challenges female entre- 
preneurs say they face the most: how to find 
funding, how to scale a start-up into a mid-size 
company and how to expand their services. 

In its early stages, Ms. Tech provided safe fo- 
rums for women to talk to one another about 
the technical software each found helpful; how 
to focus, position and finance an idea; and 


whom to contact to find potential partners. 
They did matchmaking and organized events 
around some of the hot topics. 

^ary and co-founder Lisa Russell said those 
events became a revenue source. But as oppor- 
tunities grow, they’re talking to possible inves- 
tors and tinkering with the business model. 
Russell said the experience has been re- 


warding-even delightfully meta. As Ms. Tech 
sought a board of advisors, Russell and ^ary 
realized their growing pains might be instruc- 
tive to others. 

‘As we went through the process, it occurred 
to us that we should blog about it,” Russell said. 
“Why not build out the resources to help other 
women do it after us?” 

According to the National Women’s Busi- 
ness Council, the U.S. has more than 7.8 mil- 
lion women-owned businesses, and their ranks 
have grown twice as fast in the last decade as 
male-owned firms. 

But the women’s business council and a 
U.S. Census survey of business owners in 2007 
identified a funding gap: 27 percent of women 
use their life savings to expand their business- 
es, while 11.6 percent of them underwrite the 
expansion with credit cards. Only 4 percent 
used bank loans, the survey found. 

The statistic evokes the frustration that 
propelled ^ary to start Ms. Tech. 

“There are women out there doing really 
awesome things,” ^ary said. “How can we 
help them realize them?”
